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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claims 2, 3, 6 are objected to because they contain more than 1 periods in the claims. 
See MPEP Chapter 608.01 .(m) states each claim begins with a capital letter and ends with a 
period.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 2, 3, 5, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Fleming, Jr. (U.S. Patent No. 5,535,757). Fleming, Jr. discloses in Figures 1-5 a combination of 
a bottom undergarment and a prophylactic includes (a) a bottom panties (3) having a crotch area 
(8) with an opening (10), a waistband (4), and (b) a condom (20). Flemings, Jr. discloses the 
panties (3) is made of cotton (column 2 lines 1-5). 

Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Abadi (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,596,997). Abadi discloses in Figures 1-10 a female panty (12), a sheath (14) 
secured to the panty (12) such that during coitus the sheath (14) extends to cover the body of the 
penis of the pair partner, as can be seen in Figure 7.
